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APPLICANT PROCEDURE FOR REQUESTING REVIEW 
OF DECISION DENYING REGISTRATION 



If registration is refused, the applicant may request 
a review of this decision. This request must be "in 
the form of a written request from the individual 
which includes his or her version of the facts sup- 
porting the claim that registration should not have 
been denied. 

Upon receipt of the written request for review, the 
president of the local council shall appoint a com- 
mittee to review the situation. 

The appointed committee should review the facts <±3 
presented, and, in addition, may interview any 
persons whose testimony might assist the committee 
in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct 
decision. 

A confidential report will be given to the applicant 
setting forth the decision of the committee. 

The applicant may - if he or she does not agree with 
the decision - request a review from the regional 
director by submitting a written request for such a 
review within 3 days of the receipt of the local 
council decision. 

If the regional review does not satisfy the appli- 
cant, he or she may ask for further review by~ the 
National Council by submitting a written request 
for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of 
the regional decision. The decision by the National 
Council is final.

She said that this man 
had a "history of bothering children" and that she should know 
because he is her. "half brother."
